Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Huyton-with-Roby  for  the  year  1972  and  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
health  of  the  district  compares  favourably  with  previous  years. 

This  will  almost  certainly  be  the  last  Annual  Report  to  be  presented 
in  view  of  the  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  National 
Health  Service  which  will  take  place  on  the  1st  April,  1974. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  16.2  per  1000  population  is  higher  than  for 
the  previous  year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  shows  a decrease  and  was 
14.00  per  1000  population. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  was  23  per 
1000  live  births.  There  was  however  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
stillbirths. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  continued  at  a high  level 
and  details  of  their  work  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Delegated  Health  Services 

The  range  of  services  included  in  the  present  report  is  considerably 
curtailed  compared  with  previous  years,  following  the  transfer  of 
responsibilities  for  Day  Nurseries,  Home  Help  Service,  the  Mental 
Health  Service  and  Welfare  Services,  to  the  new  Divisional  Social 
Services  Department  in  July  1972. 

1972  saw  the  discontinuance  of  routine  vaccination  against  smallpox, 
but  as  previously  every  effort  continues  to  ensure  children  are  immunised 
and  vaccinated  against  other  diseases. 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  undertaken  during  the  year 
by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

I should  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  have  received  at 
all  times  from  Dr.  C.  H.  T.  Wade,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  his  staff  at  Preston. 

In  conclusion,  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Health  Committee  and  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  at  all 
times.

Attendances  at  Child  Health  Centres  were  12,898,  compared  with 
13,701  in  1971. 


This  service  continues,  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  children  until 
they  reach  school  age.  It  includes  the  provision  of  Child  Health  Centres, 
Ante-Natal  Clinics,  Family  Planning  Clinics  and  Dental  Care.  Special 
care  is  given  to  premature  infants  and  unmarried  mothers  with  their 
babies.  Close  association  with  General  Practitioners,  District  Nurses, 
Midwives  and  Hospitals  is  maintained. 

Child  Health  Clinics  are  held  at  Lathom  Road,  Twig  Lane  and  at 
the  Community  Centres  at  St.  John's,  Merton  Crescent,  Mosscroft  and 
Willoughby  Road. 

Immunisation  of  babies  and  the  sales  of  Welfare  Foods  continue  at 
these  Centres. 

In  accordance  with  the  Sheldon  Report,  Medical  Officers  have 
continued  with  developmental  examination  of  all  babies,  and  the  constant 
supervision  of  those  with  handicaps  until  they  are  ready  to  commence 
school  when  the  appropriate  School  Medical  Officer  is  informed.  Recom- 
mendations for  Special  Schools  when  necessary  have  been  made. 

Health  Visitors 

The  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  continued  during  the  year  in-spite-of 
every  effort  being  made  to  recruit  new  staff. 
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The  Health  Visitors  are  in  contact  with  children  of  all  ages,  enabling 
a continuity  of  interest  in  a child's  progress.  The  testing  to  exclude  inborn 
errors  of  metabolism  continues,  as  it  is  the  routine  screening  of  babies 
for  deafness. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  also  responsible  for  Health  Education  in 
in  the  schools  and  clinics. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  Health  Visitors  and  6 School/ 
Clinic  Nurses,  some  of  whom  were  employed  on  a Part-time  basis. 


Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Miss  K.  Platt,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.,  Dental  Officer  at  Lathom  Road 
Clinic  has  kindly  given  me  the  following  report. 

As  in  previous  years  dental  treatment  was  available  at  the  Clinic  for 
both  maternity  and  child  welfare  patients  and  school  children  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  Education  Act. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Jones,  Area  Dental  Officer,  retired  in  September  after 
giving  invaluable  service  at  Huyton  Clinic  for  24  years.  This  meant  that 
for  three  months  of  the  year  the  number  of  weekly  sessions  by  Dental 
Officers  dropped  from  18  to  10,  although  this  has  improved  now  to  15 
with  the  appointment  of  a part-time  Dental  Officer.  This  has  resulted  in 
the  case  load  per  Dental  Officer  being  increased  to  10,000,  compared  with 
7,500  for  the  County  as  a whole.  Also  unfortunately  it  resulted  in  a drop 
of  routine  Dental  Inspections  from  6,640  to  4,514,  of  which  1,397  required 
treatment — a defective  percentage  of  33  compared  with  40  in  1971. 
However,  an  encouraging  sign  is  that  more  parents  are  requesting 
appointments  for  treatment  for  their  children  and  then  for  reinspection 
every  six  months. 

The  Orthodontic  Clinic  at  Twig  Lane  as  in  previous  years  provided 
a service  for  Huyton  and  the  surrounding  County  areas.  A Specialist 
Orthodontist  attended  this  clinic  for  an  average  of  3 sessions  per  week. 
In  addition  the  Dental  Officers  at  Lathom  Road  treated  minor  orthodontic 
cases. 

Medical  anaesthetists  attended  an  average  of  three  sessions  a week. 

Dental  Health  Education  continues  to  be  of  paramount  importance 
and  the  dental  staff  is  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  of  the  clinic's 
medical  staff  and  health  visitors  in  this  respect.

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Midwifery  Service 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 Midwifery  Sisters  employed  in 
Huyton. 

During  the  year  there  were  993  live  births  and  15  still-births.  This 
compares  with  1,627  live  births  and  23  still-births  last  year. 

The  confinement  took  place  at  home  in  89  cases.  The  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  Midwives  in  1972  was  6,768  compared  with  8,234 
in  1971. 

To  relieve  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds  patients  continue  to  be 
discharged  before  the  tenth  day  of  confinement.  The  Health  Department 
tries  to  ensure  that  such  early  discharges  are  only  made  when  the  home 
conditions  are  suitable  and  advises  the  Maternity  Hospital  accordingly. 
The  Midwife  visits  as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  hospital. 
The  number  of  early  discharges  during  the  year  was  852. 

The  Midwives  hold  a weekly  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Lathom  Road. 

The  assistance  of  the  County  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  her  Deputy 
has  been  much  appreciated.

Congenital  Abnormalities 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  supply  the  Registrar  General  with  details  of  infants  in  whom 
congenital  defects  are  observed  at  birth.  This  information  has  been 
requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  assist  him  in  research  into  the 
incidence  of  abnormalities  throughout  the  country.  In  Huyton  14  infants 
out  of  a total  of  1,008  live  and  still  births  were  noted  to  have  an  abnormality. 
This  is  a rate  of  13.8  per  1,000  total  births.

Premature  infants  are  classified  as  those  whose  birth  weight  is  5%  lbs.  or  less.  Prematurity  is  the  commonest  cause  of  death  amongst 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year.  These  children  are  given  special  care  from  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors. 

90  premature  infants  were  born  during  1972,  3 at  home  and  87  in  hospital. 
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Family  Planning 

This  clinic  started  in  November  1966,  and  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  which  is 
reimbursed  for  the  cost  of  treatment  when  cases  are  referred  on  medical 
grounds  and  social  grounds  by  either  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
local  Medical  Practitioners.

Home  Nursing  Services 

Seven  District  Nursing  Sisters,  four  District  Nurses  and  two  Nursing 
Auxiliaries  were  employed  in  carrying  out  Home  Nursing  in  Huyton 
in  1972. 

Three  District  Nursing  Sisters  are  attached  to  three  groups  of  General 
Practitioners  with  whom  they  work  in  close  liaison,  carrying  out  treatment 
in  the  Surgeries  as  well  as  in  the  Home.  A large  proportion  of  the  Nurses 
time  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  diseases  associated 
with  advancing  age  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that  these  patients  may 
require  longer  periods  of  nursing  than  those  suffering  from  acute  illnesses. 
Nursing  equipment  and  Incontinence  Pads  are  supplied  without  charge 
as  and  when  required.

Tuberculosis 

Health  Visitors  co-operate  with  the  staff  of  the  Chest  Clinic  in  the 
after  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients.  They  also  follow-up  contacts  and  give 
advice  on  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  prevention  of  infection. 

The  Chest  Physician  can  recommend  extra  nourishment  and  cash 
grants  to  be  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security. 

Nursing  equipment,  beds  and  bedding  are  provided  if  necessary. 
When  necessary  the  Home  Help  Service  provide  suitable  domestic  assis- 
tance,, whose  own  health  is  closely  supervised. 

Fifity-two  cases  were  provided  with  eggs,  butter.,  milk  and  Horlicks 
during  the  year. 


Chiropody  Service 

Chiropody  sessions  are  held  at  Lathom  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics 
and  provide  free  treatment  for  senior  citizens,,  handicapped  persons  and 
expectant  mothers.  If  patients  are  unable  to  attend  the  clinics,,  they  are 
treated  at  home. 

Four  ^art-time  chiropodists  were  employed  in  Huyton  in  1972.

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Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  the  public  mains  as  follows

The  Huyton  Council  has  expressed  their  support  for  the  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  served  by  disposal  works  employing 
sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  sludge  digesting  plant.  The 
DWF  of  2.5  million  galls,  per  day  is  now  slightly  overloaded.  The  extension 
scheme  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  is  well  under  way  and  the  sludge 
pressing  plant  is  now  in  operation. 

During  the  year  122  drains  were  inspected  and  cleared  of  stoppages 
by  the  department.

4.  Housing  Act,  1969 — House  Improvement 

(а)  Standard  Grants — 5 point  standard 

The  public  health  inspectors  are  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  these  grants,  the  aim  being  to  provide  houses  with  basic 
standard  amenities- — bathrooms,  internal  water  closets  and  hot  water 
supplies,  and  much  time  is  spent  persuading  Owners  and  tenants  to 
have  their  houses  improved  while  the  grants  remain  at  the  present 
level  of  75%  of  approved  costs. 

13  applications  for  grants  were  made  during  the  year  and  work 
was  completed  in  4 cases. 

(б)  House  Improvement — 12  point  standard 

A survey  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  provide  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Environment  with  information  about  housing  conditions 
in  the  district,  in  particular,  those  houses  not  complying  with  the 
more  comprehensive  12  point  standard.

The  majority  of  houses  falling  short  of  the  12  point  standard  do 
so  on  account  of  small  kitchen  floor  areas  (less  than  80  square  feet) 
and  inadequate  arrangements  for  heating  bedrooms. 

The  absence  of  wash  hand  basins  and  lack  of  internal  W.C.'s 
account  for  the  houses  not  conforming  to  the  5 point  standard. 
There  are  now  less  than  a hundred  houses  in  the  district  without 
bathrooms  or  hot  water  supply. 


5.  Unfit  Houses 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  September  to  hear  objections  to  the 
Council's  proposals  to  acquire  and  demolish  41  unfit  houses  in  Elm 
Street  and  Hall  Lane.  The  Order  was  subsequently  confirmed  without 
modification. 
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There  are  no  immediate  plans  for  the  Representation  of  further 
unfit  houses  but  about  50  of  the  older  houses  in  the  district  will  need 
to  be  kept  under  surveillance  for  any  deterioration  in  their  condition  to 
the  extent  of  rendering  them  unfit. 

6.  Housing  Finance  Act,  1972 

Part  III  of  this  Act  superseded  Part  III  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  in 
particular,  altering  the  method  for  converting  controlled  tenancies  into 
Regulated  tenancies. 

The  need  for  Qualification  Certificates  amd  Certificates  of  Provisional 
Approval  will  gradually  diminish  as  the  phased  programme  for  decontrol 
is  implemented  over  the  next  3 years. 

It  is  anticipated  that  tenants  paying  higher  rents  than  hitherto  will 
be  more  ready  to  complain  about  housing  defects  and  nuisances  to  the 
public  health  inspectors. 

177  Qualification  Certificates  were  issued  to  Landlords  following 
completion  of  the  necessary  repairs  and  5 Certificates  of  Provisional 
Approval  where  improvements  were  proposed.

Disinfestation  of  Vermin  Infested  Premises 

Eleven  houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  and  26  flea  infested 
and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  department.  Eight  houses  were 
treated  for  cockroach  infestation.  All  vermin  infested  premises  which 
includes  bugs,  cockroaches  etc.,  are  sprayed  with  approved  liquid  insec- 
ticides or  insecticidal  smoke  generators. 
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
